~ The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for advertising the notice the necessary four times 
is $15. 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered With the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under-oath the. names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until.the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least ence a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cented by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
preof of such publication.”

Horticulturist Says 
Start Now For Fall 
And Winter Flowers 


GAINESVILLE — The home 
flower gardner will make plans 
now for colorful annuals and per- 
ennials for the coming winter and 
spring, according to S. A. Rose, 
ornamental horticulturist with the 
Florida Agricultural Extension 
Service. , 

He says seeds can be sown from 
now through September for a num- 
ber of plants which are hardy and 
will withstand some freezing. They 
include calendula, candytuft, corn- 
flower, dianthus, lupine, pansy, 
snapdragon, statice, stock and ver- 
bena. 

The seedbed should be well pre- 
pared and if the soil is sandy add 
and mix several inches of some 
organic materials such as peat 
moss. The soil should be moist but 
not allowed to get too wet and re- 
main in that condition for long. 
For mid-summer sowing it is best 
to use a shaded area of the gard- 
en to protect the young seedlings 
from hot sun. 

Transplant young seedlings as 
soon as they are large enough to 
handle. The place into which. trans- 
planting is done should be prepar- 
ed in advance and holes punched 
in the soil. Seedlings are carefully 
lifted from the soil, and placed in 
the prepared holes at the same 
depth they were in the seedbed. 

Water newly transplanted seed- 
lings and shade them until new 
roots form, which they may be 
gradually brought back to full 
light.
